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Nationally 


•  Alcohol  is  a  factor  in  at  least  40  percent  of  all  fatal 
crashes. 

•  Each  year  in  this  nation,  over  17,000  people  are 
killed  in  alcohol-related  crashes. 

•  Approximately  1  million  people  are  injured 
annually  in  the  U.S.  in  alcohol-related  traffic 
crashes,  an  average  of  1  injury  every  32  seconds. 


In  Illinois 

•  More  than  600  people  are  killed  each  year  in 
alcohol-related  crashes. 

•  During  1995,  92%  of  DUI  offenders  lost  their 
driving  privileges. 

•  In  1995,  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office  recorded 
44,433  DUI  arrests. 


The  penalties  for  driving  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol  and/or  other  drugs  have  increased  during  the 
last  decade.  The  penalties  described  in  this  brochure 
affect  all  drivers.  Drivers  under  age  2 1  may  be  subject 
to  additional  penalties. 

First  DUI  conviction 


•  Minimum  of  one-year  loss  of  full  driving 
privileges. 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  one  year. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $1,000. 


Second  DUI  Conviction 


•  Minimum  three-year  loss  of  full  driving  privileges 
for  a  second  conviction  in  a  20-year  period. 

•  Mandatory  48  hours  in  jail  or  10  days  community 
service  for  a  second  conviction  in  a  five-year  period. 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  one  year. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $  1 ,000. 


Third  DUI  Conviction 
Class  4  felony 

•  Minimum  six-year  loss  of  full  driving  privileges. 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  three  years. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $10,000. 


Felony  DUI  (following  a  crash  resulting  in  great  bodily 
harm  or  permanent  disfigurement.) 


Class  4  felony 

•  Loss  of  full  driving  privileges  for  a  minimum  of  one 
year. 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  one  to  six  years. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $10,000. 

Providing  Alcohol  to  a  Person 
Under  Age  21 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  one  year. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $  1 ,000. 


Illegal  Transportation  of  an 
Alcoholic  Beverage 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $500. 

•  Point-assigned  violation  will  be  entered  on  drivers 
record. 

•  Drivers  license  suspension  for  a  second  conviction 
in  a  12-month  period. 


Knowingly  Permitting  a  Driver 

Under  the  Influence  to  Operate  a 

Vehicle 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  one  year. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $  1 ,000. 

Summary  Suspension 

First  Offense 

•  A  chemical  test  indicating  a  BAC  of .  10  or  greater 
results  in  a  mandatory  three-month  drivers  license 
suspension. 

•  Refusal  to  submit  to  a  chemical  test(s)  results  in  a 
six-month  license  suspension. 


Subsequent  Offenses 

•  A  chemical  test  indicating  a  BAC  of .  10  or  greater 
results  in  a  mandatory  twelve-month  drivers  license 
suspension. 

•  Refusal  to  submit  to  a  chemical  test(s)  results  in  a 
24-month  license  suspension. 


How  You  Can  Help 
Report  Drunk  Drivers 


You  can  help  by  reporting  suspected  drunk  drivers 
to  your  nearest  State  Police  Headquarters.  Just 
provide  us  with  the  following  information: 


•  The  location  you  are  calling  from. 

•  Time,  location,  direction  of  travel  and  a  description 
of  the  suspected  drunk  driver. 

•  The  make,  color,  and  license  plate  number  of  the 
car. 

•  You  can  contact  the  Illinois  State  Police  by 
telephone  or  citizens  band  radio. 


Blood  Alcohol  Content 


Number  of  drinks  (1  oz.  86  proof  Liquor,  3 

oz.  wine  or  12  oz.  Beer) 
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Information  based  on  number  of  drinks  per  hour.  This 
chart  does  not  include  data  on  the  accumulation  of 
alcohol  in  a  person’s  system.  Emergency  room 
medical  personnel  can  legally  provide  blood  and  urine 
samples  to  law  enforcement  officials  upon  request 
if  you  are  suspected  of  being  involved  in  an 
alcohol-related  crash.
